NOT INTERFERE 


In the Telegrapher’s Strike—Has 
Been Appealed to by Boards 
of Trade. 


Aug. 14.—President 
Roosevelt will not concer hinself 
personally with telegraphers’ strike, 


according to the best information ob- 
tainable here to-night. Several ap- 
peals to the president to take some 
action were received at the executive 
Office to-day from beards of trade. and 
commercial bodies, similar to that 
formulated yesterday by the Chicago 
Board of Trade. Each emphasized 
the importance of direct action by the 
president, The comnrunications have 
been referred to Commissioner of La- 
bor Neill, but it is understood that 
no instructions or recommendations 
have been forwarded to him, Mr. 
Neill, it is stated here, has as yet 
made no report to the president, The 
impression is given that in Mr, Neill’s 
efforts the administration considers 
that the limit of its authority is be- 
ing exercised, 
Brokers Accede to Union’s Demands. 
New York, Aug. 14—There was lit- 
tle change in the telegraph situation 
to-day, in New York and other east- 
ern cities. Both the telegraph com- 
panies profess to be satisfied with the 
progress made. On the other hand, 
the leader of the strikers claim that 
their cause has been strengthened. 
No trouble has developed among the 
telegraphers in the brokers’ offices, 
where according to the telegraphers’ 
union, many big houses granted the 
demands of their men as 
wages and working hours.

Strikers Receive Strong Financial Aid 

Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 14—The 
members of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers cannot be assessed with- 
out a referendum vote, To take a 
referendum vote of the 6,000 members 
would take several weeks, Cal. FB. 
Ryle, chairman of the grieyance com- 
mittee of the loca! union of Commer- 
cial Telegraphors, declared to-day 
that the Order of Railway Telegraph- 
ers had tendered to the Commercial 
men now on strike their $1,000,000 re- 
serve funds. The official record of 
the proceedings of the biennial ses- 
sion of Railroad Telegraphers, held in 
Minneapolis, May 1, however, shows 
that, according. to the report of FL 1. 
Quick, grand secretary-treasurey, the 
protective funds, March 31, 1907, 
showed a balance of only $62,404.37. 
The report of Mr. Quick did show 
that his order had a total of $159,- 
288.24 in hand on March 31, 1907, in 
the general fund of the order, but 
this would not appear available for 
aiding allied unions. 

President Roosevelt’s Intervention

Commission Houses Accede to Union, 
Chicago, Aug. 14,—The telegraph 
situation. to-night in Chicago and 
throughout the entire middle west, ac- 
cording to company reports, is that 
during the past twenty-four hours 
considerable progress has been made 
toward a normal state. Conditions 
have improved so much with the 
Western Union Telegraph Co, that it 
will open its board of trade office to- 


morrow morning, The Postal com- 
pany officials declared themselves 
more than satisfied with conditions, 


They say that should matters contin- 
ue to improve as rapidly as they did 
to-day, it will be but a short time un- 
til branch offices will be re-opened. 
The union officials to-day turned their 
attention to the brokers and ail com- 
nission men using leased wires were 
notified that unless working contracts 
were secured with the men by to- 
morrow morning their employees 
would be called out. At a meeting of 
the brokers’ operators to-night, con- 
tracts good for a year were presented 
to the union officials for approval, At 
the close of the meeting the list given 
out showed that about half of the lar- 
ger commission houses had signed the 
union scale. 
President Gompers Strives For Peace. 
Peace efforts inaugurated by Sam- 
uel Gompers and other officials of the 
American Federation of Labor are 
still underway. President Gompers 
said to-night: ‘The feeling is so in- 
tense on both sides as to make it dif- 
ficult to accomplish much at this 
time. Peace has not failed because 
peace had not been considered yet by 
either side. While men are still an- 
swering the impulse to strike, there 
is littl use in trying to get them 
to think of going back to work.” 
Union Desire President to Inferiere. 
Milwaukee, Wis, Aug. 14,-—That 
President Roosevelt’ should interfere 
in the present trouble by seizing the 
telegraph lines and by inaking them 
government property, and that they

outlook is encouraging. The Western 
Union has q number of men at work 
at Oakland, and report the situation 
better than during the previous strike 
there.

Superintendent Morrison of the Waterworks Department Resigns His Pos- 
ition Giving as His Reason a Disinclination to be Connected With an 
Executive Administration Which he Declares is Lamentably 
Inefficient---Gives His Expert Opinionin Preference

Superintendent A, EK. Morrison, cf 
the City Waterworks Department, has 
tendered his resignation to the City 
Commissioners, to take effect ag soon 
as another man to fill his position 
can be secured. Mr, Morrison is 
recognized both by the Comuiission- 
ers and the Council as one of the 
ablest officiala in the city’s employ 
His resignation at this particular 
time, when the city works are in i 
largely constructive stage, will be a 
severe loss to the corporation. 

When waited upon by a represen: 
tative of The Bulletin yesterday 
afterncon Mr. Morrison was naturally 
averse to discussing the present 
situation. He, however, confirmed 
the report of his resignation and the 
fact that he had been asked by the 
Commissioners to withdraw it, buat 
had refused to do so. 


Disgusted With Administration. 

It is generally understood that the 
superintendent is thoroughly disgust 
ed with the administration of the city 
business as it relates to his depart- 
ment and refuses to be longer iventi- 
fied with the alleged mismanagement, 

“There is no head to the adminis- 
tration of affairs,” declared Mr. Mor- 
rison, “Everything going along 
with no one to superintend or>-take 
responsibility, In, y, ten years 
time when the present bungling 
comes to light, I don’t want pedple 
te point to me as one who was iden- 
tified with these works, and ag a "e- 
sult I have resigned and am deter- 
mined to get out.” 

Mr. Morrison also stated that the 
waterworks system was in such bad 
condition when he took charge of it 
that it will be a long time before it 
is straightened out, At the prosent 
time it is impossible to bring order 
out of the chaos. 


System Entirely Lacking. 


The main grievance in connection 
with the itrouble hetween Mr. Morri- 
son and the Commissioners tnat 
city material is handled by the Sup- 
erintendent of Stores and Works, 
Mr. Hilliam, and the -heads of. the 
departments are said to be frequently 
unaware of the transactions or arrival 
of material, As a result, Mr. Morri- 
son asserts, there is involved @ 
waste of much money and great an- 
noyance to those who are really re- 
sponsible for the work of ‘the depart- 
ments, 

It is understood that Mr, Morrison 
has been given the assurances by tne 
Commissioners that the loose methods 
of business about which he com- 
plained will be remedied, This

sign of its arrival, 

Material Lying in Warehouse, 

What was Supt. Morrison's surprise 
when he learned that it had reached 
Edmonton about the first of July, 
had been hauled to the city stores 
department and lay there ever since 
without any intimation having been 
given the waterworks department 
that it had come to hand, Endorsed 
on the invoice were the words, “‘ma- 
Yerial recevied and prices correct, 
Edward Hilliam, Supt.”

LACOMBE DISTRICT BY SEPTEMBER 5th 


Special Staff Correspondent of the Bulletin Investigates the Crop Situation in Central Alberta— 
Farmers Evarywhere Confident of Good Harvest, Provided Frost Does not Ensue—Fall 
Wheat Yield Estimated at 45 Bushels, Spring Wheat at 35 Bushels to the Acre. 


Bul'etin Staff Correspondence. 

Lacombe, Aug. 14.—The farmers of 
the Lacombe district have no fear as 
to the result of the harvest of 1907, 
They admit that the spring wheat 
and a portion of the oat crop is from 
ten to fifteen days later than last 
year, which has been regarded as one 
of the earliest harvests in many 
years, but with respect to fall wheat 
and bar'ey, there never were, and 
searcely could be, better indications 
of a bumper crop, One cannot be 
but convinced of this by a drive into 
the country either east or west of the 
town, 

The fall wheat and barley harvest 
is coming on fairly well, Both are 
good crops and the fields are quite 


yellow, Cutting will begin east of the} 


railway a few days earlier than in 
the country west, as jt is more open. 
Cutting will be general the last week 
in this month, while the earlier 
spring wheat and oats will be rea'dy 
for the binder about September 5th, 

A great deal of breaking has been 
done this year and next year will wit- 
ness a larger acreage of every cereal, 
especially fall wheat, So rapid has 
been the settlement this year that 
since March 22 new school districts 
have been erected in the Lacombe in- 
spectoruate. , 

Oninion of Mr. Puffer. 

W. F. Puffer, M, P. P., in reply to 
inquiries by your correspondent, 
stated that, comparing the conditions 
of the crops here this year with the 
conditions last year at the same date, 
he felt justified in saying the harvest 
of 1907 was behin'd that of 1906 

“It all depends upon the weather 
of the next two weeks,’’ said Mr. Puf 
fer, and pointed out (hat the ripen- 
ing period in Alberta is a remarkably 
short one under normally favorable 
conditions, 

The growth of crops this season has 
been phenomenal. The straw is clean 
and rank and the heads, whether of 
wheat, barley or oats, are uniformly 
large with vigorous, healthy spiklet« 
containing grain of excellent sample 
at the present stage of growth. Yea. 
terday | picked several samples of 


from 
one 


oats with heads measuring 
twelve to fourteen inches and 
measured fourteen and a half inches 
Wheat heads often average five inches 
and go as much as six inches. One 
speciinen of early Huron seen at the 
Experimental Farm measured over 
six inches. The soil on which it grew 
is in no way superior to that of any 
other field in the neighborhood nor 
are these results greater than what 
dozens of farmers have obtained, 
Has Never Yet Failed. 

The confidence in the successful 
outcome of the harvest is strongest 
in the old timers who say they never 
isaw seed time and harvest to fail. in 
Alberta yet. And it is upon this rock 
ef experience that they build their 
emphatic prophecy, The seasan was 
undoubtedly backward in coming, 
but this will be compensated by a 
long and open fall. The natural se- 
quence of the seasons has been a little 
displaced from its accustomed cycle. 

Frost is by no means an unfailing 
visitor in September, In. three, dif- 
ferent seasons during the last fifteen 
years the latest crops, including the 
tender corn plant have escaped the 
frost until the end of September and 
potatoes have been known to be green 
and unnipped in October, These sea- 
sons have generally occurred at inter- 
vals of five years, 

Experience of farmers.

Many fields will pass 
the century mark per acre, There is 
a tendency, if ripening is not has 
tened, for the heavy straw to lic down, 
which will prevent filling and affect 
the yield, In other parts of the dis- 
trict the growth is not so rank, but 
is medium tall and thick, well head- 
ed making a crop that will easily 
ripen and thresh well to the straw. 
A conservative estimate of the average 
yield of oate for the district wil! he 
between 65 and 75 bushels to the acre. 
H. W. Metcalf, four miles southeast 
has a field of 50 acres which the 
neighbors say will give a fair yio! 
per acre after deducting 100 bush« 
acre from the average yield.

Fell Wheat Gaining Favor.

Macleod, ‘Aug. 14—The prospects of 


Southern Alberta every day grow 
brighter. At no time during the 
whole summer has there been any 


doubt as to the result of the yield, but 
recent rains haye made it certain that 
there will be a bounteous harvest this 
fall, For some two weeks the weather 
was very dry and som misgivings 
were held as to what the effect would 
be on the grain which was in the 
mill, 
Hum of Binder Heard. 

On the night of August 8th and all 
day on the 9th,rain fell in great quan- 
tities, drenching everything and leav- 
ing standing pools all over the coun 
try. Farmers now say that nothing 
but disaster can prevent a great crop. 
Already the hum of the binder can be 
heard in many quarters and _ there 
ean be seen several large fields 
what was waving grain, the result of 
labor, the stocks thickly dotted over 
large fields that a few days ago were 
covered with the golden colored 
growth of nature.

Market Completely Disorganiz- 
ed, and Many Stocks Touch 
Record Low Prices. 


New York, Aug. 14—-Distrust of the 
government's attitude towards the 
corporations, a threatened monetary 
stringeney in all the leading murkets 
of the world, and the financial embar- 
rassment of the Pope Manufactaring 
Co., combined to demoralize the stock 
market today, Prices melted in sen- 
sational fashion, an'd the average de. 
cline was below that reached in the 
memorable Northern Pacifie panic of 
May, 1901. Stocks were sold lower 
than ever before in their history. 

During the early session of 
market today there was no hint 
the coming storm. In fact it was not 
until the failure of the Pope company 
became generally known that the list 
became unsettled, The speculators 
for a decline encouraged by their sue- 
cessful attacks on prices during the 
past fortnight renewed their attacks, 
concentrating their forees on the Har- 
riman and Hill issues, renewing St. 
Paul, the coppers, American smelt. 
ing and the steel stocks, Under vig- 
orous hammering a flood of orders to 
sell to stop losses were uncovered and 
as usual in times of great excitement, 
numerous accounts were sold for what 
the would bring. 

The ‘downward movement was in 
full swing in the last half hour, but 
was halted just before the close. There 
were unmistakable signs of enforced 
liquidation in many stocks, particu- 
larly Amalgamated Copper, which 
came out in enormous quantities. It 
went down to 66 3.8, a new low record 
for the year, and closed 69 1-4. over 
5 points below yesterday's closing.

DISTRIBUTED 


Among Farmers at 13 1-2 Cents 
Per Pound by Equity Society. 
Six Car Loads of it. 


John M. Moran, of Fort Saskatche- 
wan, organizer for the Canadian 8o- 
ciety of Equity, is a guest at the Cas- 


tle to-day, He has just returned 
srom a trip as far south as Clares- 
holm, arranging for the distribution 


of the six carloads of binder twine, 
which the society has purchased and 
is selling to members of the C.+8. E, 
at cost price. 

When seen by a Bulletin representa 
tive this morning Mr, Moran stated | 
that he never saw better crops in the 
province than are growing this year. | 
Winter wheat is the best crop he has 
known, and between Red Deer and 
Claresholm it was turning yellow and 
cutting will be pretty general all over 
that territory this week. When he 
at Claresholi on August 9th, 
some fields of winter wheat had al- 
ready been cut, and the yield prom- 
ises to be superior to 1906. 

Oats, barley and spring wheat are 
later In the south than usual, but giv- 
en fine weather for a couple more 
weeks the crop is safe, and from all 
appearances will be above last year’s 
standard, 

Mr. Moran states that the area un- 
der crop is larger than in 1906, and 
that there is more winter wheat grow- 
ing this season than ever before, Re- 
garding prices, he said that practical- 
ly all grains woula sell higher than 
4 year ago, unless the farmers got in 
too big a hurry to dispose of their 
grains and sold in such quantities as 
would glut the market, and cause a 
slump in prices. He, however, had 
no fear of the farmers doing — this. 


They were being too well educated in 
the law of supply and demand to 
overload the grain buyers unneces- 
sarily. 

Regarding the operations of the So- 
ciety of Kquity this year, Mr. Moran 
said things were progressing nicely, 
though the stringency in the money 


market 
extent, 


was crippling them to some 
It was felt in the matter of 
erecting farmers’ elevators at different 
points, Karly in the year it was 
thought the Bociety would have a 
number of them open for business thi 
fall, but the seareity of money will 


prevent the association having more | 
than two or three dajng business thi 
fall, In addition to Uhe elevators the 
caciety has about enough stock sold | 
for two grist mills, which will be 
erected at Maéleod and High River, 
It also hoped to have mills at 
Claresholm and Lacombe, Mr, Moran 
thought the farmers were pretty near 
ly tired of paying freight on their 
wheat to Winnipeg, and also on the 
flour it produced back to their near- 
est dealer, and as soon as money 
loosened up, there would be no trou 
ble selling sufficient stock to erect 
mills at various points. 

The supply of binder twine will be 
distributed at six different points, 
Sixty thousand pounds will be hand- 
led at Edmonton, 60,000 at Wetaski- 
win, 34,000 at High River, 40,000 at 
Claresholm. It will cost the farmers | 
13. 1-2 @¢ents a pound. The dealers 
are charging about 16 cents a pound 
spot cash for the same twine, while if 
possible the Society will give mem- 
bers three months’ time. 

Mr. Moran has every 
the suitability of the province to pro- 
duce the very finest class of winter 
wheat, and claims the time ia not 
very far off when the farmers will be 


confidence in 


sowing it altogether in preference to 
spring wheat. Just now, the objec- 
tion to growing winter wheat wa

Fort William.

Fort William, Amt 4.—This morn- 
ing’s session of the Union of Canadian 
Municipalities was brief as the execn- 
tive sat long. Sunday ears in Port Ar- 
thnr, Montreal; Light, Heat and Power 
Co., Municipal franchise in St, Louis 
and other matters occupied all the time. 
Regulate Rates for Light. 

L. A. Lapointe, Vice-President second- 
edby J. PY. G. Bernabe, moved: 

“That this Union of Canadian Muni- 
cipalities consider it is highly desirable 
to petition the Dominion and Provincial 
governments requesting the respective 
legislatures to adopt and enforce the act 
by which the price of light, heat, and 
power may be regulated and the quality 
of the service given to the public, and 
that the government of the province of 
Quebec be specially requested to apply 
this principle to the city of Montreal, 
and the cities, towns, and villages, and 
other municipalities surrounding them.” 

Dominion Commission Suggested. 

Vice-President Lapointe, Montreal; 
Mayor Scott, Ottawa; Mayor Cousinean, 
of Bt. Tmurent Mayor Judd, of London, 
and others discussed the question of re- 
gulating gas and electrié light rates, 
Mayor Cousineau wanted the Maunici 
palities to regulate prices in their limits 
but Mayor Scott pointed out that such 
a principle might be abused and sug- 
gested a Dominion Commission as in the 
case of railway transportation. EJitor 
Brigg of St. Lambert urged the appoint- 
ment by the local government of an ex- 
pert to adjust the rates, Mr. McAra 
suggested referring the resolution of Ald. 
Iiipointe back to the comniittee, The 
resolution carried. 

Organize a Quebec Union. 

The appointment of delegates to the 
Notfolk Meeting of the National Muni- 
cipal League in November, was left to 
the executive, President Coatsworth 
and vice-president Lapointe were  ap- 
peinted to attend the League of Ameri- 
can Municipalities at Jamestown, Sept. 
18 to 20. At the executive meeting the 
lack of a provincial union in Quebec 
was made prominent by the grievance 
of the town of St. Louis, where, #ecord- 
ing to Mayor Gelinas, franchises have 
been given away and large municipal 
contracts awarded without the consent 
of property owners. R. C. Cochran, 
Blanchard, Man., pointed out that this 
was the opportunity for organizing Que- 
bec provincial union, as leaving such 
important work for them their strength 
would be developed.

CUSTOMS TO _ INSPECT TEA. 


Japanese Must Stop Dumping Poor 
« Tea on Canadians. 


Ottawa, Ont., Ang. 13.—The vigil- 
ance of the Dominion customs author- 
ities is annoying the Japanese export- 
ers of tea, Until recently tea laid 
down in Canada at 15 cents per pound 
and under had been subject to inspee- 
tion, but a change was made py the 
authorities and the figure was made 
25 cents per pound and under, In the 
Unitéd States all tea is gubject to in- 
spection, and it was found that what 
that country refused was dumped 
down in Canada and sold at a bargain 
tc wholesalers and by them to the 
publie. This has been put a stop to 
and so the Japanese exporters have 
entered a formal protest with the 
Canadian department of customs, The 
protest will have little effect. The de- 
partment has samples of this tea 
which, on close examination, is found 
to be nothing more nor less than dust 
and glue rolled together, Unele Sam 
refused it and Johnnie Canuck 
was paying 30 to 40 cents per pound 
for it. 
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Bringing Sailers From Norway. 


Halifax, Aug. 14—‘‘I have been con- 
nected with shipping for the past 25 
years,” said a. prominent marine man 
yesterday, ‘but never remember sea- 
men as scarce is they are at the pres- 
ent time.’ Several vessels lumber- 
laden for South America and ports in 
tthe United Kingdom are tied up in 
Nova Scotia ports on aecount of hav- 
ing no seamen to man them. The 
eaptain of the J. D. Everett, which 
londed a cargo of lumber at Wey- 
mouth, was foreed to seud to New 
York for part of a crew. It is a cam- 
mon oceurrence to send to Boston for 
seamen, but it is rather unusual to 
bring them from New York. It is 
very difficult to get men in New York, 
and some ship owners have been com 
pelled to send to Norway for crews. 
Fifteen Norwegian sailors for vessels 
tied up in Nova Scotia were passeng- 
ers on the Allan line steamer which 
arrived last Tuesday night from Liv- 
erpool, The reason given for the 
searcity of seafaring men is that so 
many Nova Scotians, are going west. 
Another reason is that large numbers 
of sailors go on yachts during the 
summer months

The Effect of the Grain Acts Passed by the Dominion Has Placed 
the Farmer ina Position to Compete With Elevator Coms 
panies Which Formerly Controlled Railway 
FacilitiesA Review of the Situation.

ors, The opening up of large areas 
distant from the seaboard by means 
of railway lines has caused condi- 
tions peculiarly adapted for tic 


operation of’ capitalists, bent on con- 
trolling the market of certain prod- 
ucts, and has made it possible for 
certain classes of people ‘to much 
more ensily narrow the channels cf 
trade in certain lines and in many 
cesos completely control the trade 
ant consequently the price of certain 


weticles of commere?t, The grain 
trade is one, which in the United 
States, has suffered much from tue 


operations of ..e dealers, who have 


been enabled by means of private 
elevators and with the co-operauon 
or connivance of the railway com- 


panies to practically fix the price -o 
be paid to the producer, 

That the operations of this class of 
people have not met with the same 
snecess in Canada is entirely due to 
the interference by the Dominion 
Government with their operations. 

The Grain Inspections Act of 1904, 
the Grain Act of 1900, and the amen 
ments of 1908 are probably the most 
drastic statutes ever enacted in any 
eelf-goveruing country with respect to 
any trade or business. To the casual 
observer they would appear to be a 
most unwarranted interference with 
the businees of people engaged = in 
this trade, and diametrically opposed 
to the common theory, that in a free 
country any man should be at liberty 
to do as he pleases with property he 
has paid for and to conduct his own 
business in accordance with his own 
idens, and yet these statutes have 
had the effect of keeping the chan- 
nels of this trade in Canada free and 
open, while in the United States the 
trade has fallen under the complet 
control of the elevator interests. 

Advantage to the Trade. 

As the great bulk of the crop cf 
Western Canada is exported, it is ol 
advantage to the producer and to th 
trade in general that an uniform 
standard be set, whereby the Euro- 
pean dealer may purchase by grade 
rather than by sample, and whereby 
he will know, when he contracts for 
No .1 Northern Wheat, he will of a 
certainty get a cargo equal to the 
sample required for that grade, as set 
by the act. It is also of great ad- 
vantage to have -in force the prin- 
ciple of ‘once inspected always in- 
spected.’ The fact that when once 
Canadian grain is placed on the rail- 
way track it is certain of being in- 
spected before it reaches Fort Wil- 
liam -or~the: Pacific: Coast, and that 
when it has received the brand ot 
the Government inspector on it, it 
must carry that brand right through 
to its destination, may look like un- 
warranted interference with the righ:s 
of the owner*to mix and manipulate 
his grain in a tyminal elevator, but 
it has the advaiMige of guarautecing 
to ihe European buyér that he will 
receive exactly what he has con- 
tracted for and without adulteration 
or manipulation whatsoever, and 
what is probably most important

No.Lénger Control ‘Shinping Facilities, 
But where the elevator interests in 
the United States get the primary 
grip on’ the trade is by controlling 
the shipping facilities at country 
points by means of tueir elevator 
facilities and the co-operation of the 
railroads, It is a matter of history 
that until the Dominion Government 
interferred by the Manitoba Grain 
Act the elevator interests in Western 
Canada had an agreement with the 
railway companies, whereby they 
were the only people permitted to 
erect and operate elevators on the 
railways’ rignt of way and they thus 


had complete contro! of the shipping) 


facilities. The Mamitoba Grain Act 
went so far in the intereference with 
prviate property that by one stroke 
it immediately constituted all te 
priyate elevators in Western Canada, 
publie warehovses, thus compelling 
elevator companies to become public 
warehouses for the farmers, who de- 
sired to ship their own grain. This, 
of course, had the appearance of con 
fiseation of private property and was 


so considered by the elevator inter- 
ests, 

Foiled in their attempt to control 
the trade at .e initial «shipping 
points, the elevator interests wert 
not to be bested in their own game 
by the farmers of the country so 
easily. They had one inore ecard to 


play ,which proved for a time to he 
a trump card, They appealed to rail- 
way companies. There could be but 
little advantage to the farmer in 
using the elevator for his public 
warebouse, unless he could get cars 
to ship his grain and it was 80 af 
yanged between the elevator inter- 
ests and the railway companies -..at 
while the railways had plenty of cars 
for the elevator people, they had 
none for the farmers and in this way 
the elevator interests were able to 
defeat the objects of the act. Their 
obstinaey, however, proved to be 
their undoing in so far as their being 
able to control the trade at initial 
shipping points. In 1903 the Domin- 
ion Govenment introduced and passed 
amendments to the Manitoba Grain 
Act, whereby the power to favor the 
elevator interests was most effectual- 


ly taken out of the hands of the rail- 
way companies, Provision was made 
compelling every station agent to 


keep a ear order book, and it further 
provided that any farmer having A 
ear of grain to ship could place h 


their names appeared on the book. 
It further provided that no applicant 
could repeat his name until after le 
had received the car already applied 
for, The result is that every farmer 
in Western Canada today is enabied 
to obtain as many cars as any ele- 
vator, notwithstanding tie fact that 
the elevator may have many times 
the grain ready for shipment, 

Act Goes Still Further, 

If the car distribution clauses of 
the act give the farmer a preference 
in this respect, the elevator interests 
have only themselves to blame in at. 
tempting to close the channels of 
trade to all but themselves. But the 
act went further, It compelled tie 
railways to erect loading platforms 
upon the application of ten farmers 
and to permit elev: or flat ware- 
houses to be erected on their right of 
way by any applicant. 

The result of this legislation, watch 
may appear to some ag very drastic 
and an interference with personal 
rights and right of property, has been 
to open wide and free the channel 
of trade in this business; to enable 
the. farmer to ship directly and to 
sell, through his agent the commuis- 
sion merchant, direct to the exporter 
and to cause lively competition in 
price. It has also ‘introduced into 
the trade a new class of buyer, com- 
monly known as a “track buyer,” 
whose business it is to buy grain in 
car-load lots at country points from 
the farmer, whether that grain be 
shipped through the farmers’ ware- 
houseman, the elevator, or by loading 
piatform or otherwise and in this way 
to build up a lively grain exchange 
at Winnipeg, where the exporter buys 
his grain, on terms of grade F. O. B.

A DELUGE OF 
SILVER DOLLARS 


In Canada—Over $500,000 
Worth Sent out of the Coun- 
try in 1905. 


Ottawa, Ont,, Aug. 14,-—-U. 8, silver 
is circulating as largely as ever in the 
Dominion and the government again 
is much concerned. 

Two years ago it took such steps as 
checked the circulation of foreign 
coin in Canada. The check was re- 
moved and the average citizen re- 
ceives as many American silver coins 
from banks and business places as 
the current Canadian = silver coin, 
while the banks were being paid a 
comminsion for Ahe deportation of 
American silver., ‘ 

In 1905 over $500,000 was sent. This 


commission ceasing, America coins 
are becoming as plentiful as ever 
The cry is going forth that unle 


some restrictive action be taken Cann- 
dian silver wi'l be eecond to Ameri- 
can 

The government’s recent endeavor 
to secure the deportation,of American 
silver and restrict its circulation 
intended to prevent Canadian silver 
coin from being displaced and to se- 
cure for the government itself the 50 
per cent, profit that acerues from the 
coinage of silver. The more Ameri- 
ean silver there is in this country 
the smaller will be ‘the Canadian 
government’s profit from coining 
This is now realized by Canadian 
business men in view of the facet |f 
that the government has about 
pleted the erection of an expensive 
mint at Ottawa.
